On the contrary they have 
found strength endugh to 
engage in a limited military 
offensive during ‘past 
weeks, causing considerable 
embarrassment to the 
French Union forces. It is 
possibly this’ development 
which haa stimulated Mr 
Eisenhower to the  bellef 
that if France’ would make 
an all-out military effort, 
substantially aided by 
American arms,. equipment 
and finance, the Vietminh- 
ese could be decisively de- 
{feated within two ° years. 
Additionally, it is. argued, 
_increased pressure at this 
time on the Vietminh would 
divert Chinese resources 
southwards ‘and thus 
‘gradually impose’ such a 
atrain that Peking would be 
more amenable to conclid- 
ing'an armistice in Korea. 
Ff. is a plan which, .at first 
~dight, appeals as” + being 
attractive, particularly us 
it offera the prospect of a 
successful conclusion of the 
war in Indo-China within a 
limited period. But France 
has been slow to react to 
‘the proposition, and no in- 
dication has been given that 
it finds favour ut the Quai 
d'Orsay. The miin probable 
objection is that French 
military divisions — with- 
drawn: from Europe would 
™mean greater German pre- 
ponderance in the European 
- Defence - Community, - and- it 
is most unlikely — that 
France would commit her- 
self to any gction which she 
deemed would weaken her 
voice in the EDC. ‘There is, 
too, another consideration: 
the American plan would 
involve increased expendi- 
ture in French Hvdés and a 
greater drain on France's 
officer cadres, already badly 
hit by the Indo-China war 
to date. It hos been ob- 
served by one British com- 
mentator that if “France 
were to agree to any propo- 
‘gals involving the sending 
of more of her soldiers to 
fight in Vietnam it would 
clearly be only. after pretty 
hard bargaining.

— ‘This caused 
scrivus “cutbacks jn many Ime 
portant industries, because sul- 
phur is one of incustry’s most 
essential raw materials, 


Just 12 months ago, a world- 
wide search was under way for 
new = sources of ‘sulphur. 
Numerous projects were 
launched 10 recover sulphur 
from various gases whero It 
was being wasted in refining 
anc smeltering processes, 


So, far, 28. of more than 90 
projects are ulready paying off. 
Located in elyht nations, these 
28 projects “have resulted in 
more than 909,000 long tons per 
year of new productive capaci- 
ty since January I. 


Today, sulphur supply — and 
‘demand are about in balance, 
according, to industry sourg¢es. 


The International © Materials 
Conference, which has allocated 
the muterinl since’ the carly 
days of the shortage, noted 
that o substantial. improvement 
in the sulphur position has 
taken place in the last six 
months, The Conference an- 
nounced a sulphur allocation of 
1,875,100 long tons for the first 
quarter of 1953, which Is slight- 
ly more than the amount for 
the current quarter, and said:

Prediction In U.S, 


. New York, Jan. 7. 

A bright year for exports 
and imports is predicted by 
US.

On the export side, the 
Government report said there 
is reasonable prospect that 
other nations will have cnough 
dollars available in 1953 to 
maintain their purchases from 
the United States.
